REMARKS 

The present Amendment cancels claims 1-7 and adds new claims 8-14. 
Therefore, the present application has pending claims 8-14. 

Claims 1-7 stand rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Britz (U.S. Patent No. 5,414,444) in view of Brunstrom (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2005/0032557). As indicated above, claims 1-7 were canceled. 
Therefore, this rejection is rendered moot. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

As per the above, the present Amendment adds new claims 8-14. New 
claims 8-14 were prepared so as to recite features of the present invention not 
taught or suggested by any of the references of record particularly Britz and 
Brunstrom whether taken individually or in combination with each other. 

New claims 8-14 are directed to a portable terminal having a camera which 
outputs a motion picture or a still picture, a transmitter which sends the picture output 
from the camera, a shutter key which instructs the camera to shoot a picture, a 
display which displays the picture output by the camera, an operation key which 
instructs transmission of the picture displayed by the display and a controller which 
controls the transmitter to transmit the picture after the display displays a destination 
to which the picture is to be sent if a transmission instruction is input by the operation 
key and the portable terminal is in a state in which the picture is displayed by the 
display. 
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Another feature of the present invention is that the portable terminal is 
provided with a memory which stores a mail address to which a picture is to be sent 
when a transmission instruction is input by the operation key. According to the 
present invention in this embodiment the controller controls so that the display 
displays destination information related to the mail address when a transmission 
instruction is input by the operation key and the portable terminal is in a state in 
which the picture is displayed by the display. Further, according to the present 
invention as set forth in this embodiment the controller controls the transmitter to 
transmit the picture to the mail address after a user confirmation is input. 

The above described features of the present invention now more clearly 
recited in the claims are described, for example, on page 39, line 24 through page 
43, line 6 of the present application and are illustrated, for example, in Figs. 6 and 7 
thereof. These features of the present invention now more clearly recited in the 
claims allow a user to easily send a picture taken by the camera once the picture 
and an indication of the destination of the picture are displayed on a display stream. 
These features of the present invention are specifically illustrated, for example, in 
Fig. 7 as graphical Step (3) and are illustrated, for example, in Fig. 6 Steps S607- 
S612. 

The above described features of the present invention now more clearly 
recited in the claims are not taught or suggested by any of the references of record 
particularly Britz and Brunstrom whether taken individually or in combination with 
each other as suggested by the Examiner. 
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Britz simply discloses a personal communicator which has a video receptor 
115 for accepting the input of video images into the communicator for use in multi- 
media applications and the image receptor 115 is accessible through an aperture 
135 in the hinged keyboard support 113. However, at no point is there any teaching 
or suggestion in Britz that when a picture taken by a camera is displayed on a 
display screen of the terminal and an indication of the destination to which the 
picture is to be sent is also displayed on the display screen, the picture can be sent 
to the destination as in the present invention. 

Thus, Britz fails to teach or suggest a display which displays the picture output 
by the camera, an operation key which instructs transmission of the picture displayed 
by the display and a controller which controls the transmitter to transmit the picture 
after the display displays a destination through which the picture is to be sent if a 
transmission instruction is input by the operation key and the portable terminal is in a 
state in which the picture is displayed by the display as recited in the claims. 

The above described deficiencies of Britz are not supplied by Brunstrom. 
Brunstrom teaches a mobile communications terminal, for example, as illustrated in 
Fig. 3 thereof having a display 14 in which a reduced area 14a and an intermediate 
portion 14b of the display 14 are provided. Brunstrom teaches, for example, that a 
terminal having a camera could place/receive a call and send an email in the phone 
mode of the terminal in paragraphs [0015] - [0016]. However, there is no teaching 
or suggestion in Brunstrom that an email message of a picture taken by the camera 
can be sent based upon actuation or selection of an indication of the destination of 
the email on the display of the terminal during the time the picture which is to be sent 
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is being displayed as in the present invention. Thus, Brunstrom suffers from the 
same deficiencies relative to the features of the present invention as now more 
clearly recited in the claims as Britz. 

Thus, Brunstrom the same as Britz fails to teach or suggest a display which 
displays the picture output by the camera, an operation key which instructs 
transmission of the picture displayed by the display and a controller which controls 
the transmitter to transmit the picture after the display displays a destination through 
which the picture is to be sent if a transmission instruction is input by the operation 
key and the portable terminal is in a state in which the picture is displayed by the 
display as recited in the claims. 

Therefore, Britz whether taken individually or in combination with Brunstrom 
or any of the other references of record fails to teach or suggest the features of the 
present invention as now more clearly recited in the claims. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, applicants submit that 
claims 8-14 are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, early allowance of claims 8- 
14 is respectfully requested.
